ONDON, April 16.—While the 
§ Germans are reorganizing their 

shattered divisions as a result of 
the recent offensive at Verdun, the 
French are taking advantage of the 
opportunity to improve their posi- 
tions about the fortress. 

Today they succeeded in wresting 
some trenches from the Germans be- 
'tween Douaumont and Vaux, which, 
if held in force, would have been a 
“menace ‘to the complete security of 
-the French lines. By recapturing 
these positions, Gen. Petain hopes to 
prevent any fresh attack on the Cail- 
lette wood. Under cover of its trees 
it was that the Germang once before 
sought to gain the summit of the 


ridge at Douaumont. 

These small French counter-at- 
tacks, like that at Le Mort Homme 
yesterday, which was undertaken with 
too little . preparations or today's 
fighting must not be taken ag the wes 
ginning of any general offensive, 
jtime hae not yet come for “ge The 


present situation at Verdun. 

It looks forward to the early re- 
sumption of the German offensive 
with complete assurance as to the re- 
sult. 

Thus Paris tis following with great- 
est interest the German preparations 
for renewing the assault. Several di- 
visions brought from Russia have al- 
ready arrived and are ready to be 
thrown into the fighting. The Ger- 
mans, however, are awaiting the com- 
pletion of new roads which are being 
constructed through the forest west 
of Le Mort Homme and Hill 304. 
The next German offensive, Paris be- 
lieves, will De a redoubled attempt to 
isolate Le Mort Homme. Holding a 
Slight foothold on the hill, as they do, 
will be additional incentive toward 
seeking to wrest it entirely from the 
French. 


FRENCH INFANTRY 
CAPTURES TRENCHES, 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 

PARIS, April 16.—A French infan- 
try attack in the Verdun region south 
of Douaumont yesterday resulted in 
the capture of the portions of some 
German trenches, the War Office an- 
nounced this afternoon. Two hun- 
dred Germans were taken prisoners. 

“The bombardment continued last 
night on the left bank of the Meuse, 
in the sector between Avocourt and 
Caurettes wood,” the statement says. 
“On the right bank we delivered a 
spirited attack toward the end of yes- 
terday against German positions south 
of. Douaumont. This effort, which 
was completely successful, made it 
possible for us to occupy certain ele- 
ments of the enemy's trenches and 
capture 200 men, of whom two were 
officers’. 
In the Woevre our first line posi- 
tions were bombarded intermittently.” 


REPORT ATTACKERS 
SUFFERED HEAVILY.

BERLIN, April 16 (via London.)— 
After extensive bombardment, large 
French forces on the Verdun front 
attacked German positions near Fort 
Dovamont yesterday. The German 
War Office statement of today says 
the French were repulsed with heavy

Berlin as- 
serts that in the fighting. which ex- 
tended from Fort Douaumont to the 
Vaux ravine, the French were re- 
pulsed with many casualties and in| 
addition lost 200 men taken prison- 
ers. The Germans are heavily bom- 
barding French positions in the Avo- 
court wood and on Hill 304. Consid- 
erable artillery activity also is being 
displayed around Douaumont and in 
the Woevre sector about Moulainville, 
Haudimont and Lee Bparges. 


The report that Francisco Villa's 
body has been recovered is the prin- 
cipal topic of interest on the border, 
and if true it probably means the 
early return of the American expedi- 
tion. The report, although coming 
from Mexican sources, has the ear- 
marks of authenticity and the ount- 
come will be of considerable impor- 
tance. There are indications that the 
battle in which Maj. Tompkins’s men 
were engaged was of more importance

ANDIT’S GRAVE REVEALED 
TO CARRANZA GENERAL. 


Remains on Way to Chihuahua City 
for Positive Identification. 


Juarez General and Others Credit Account from Several 
Sources that Outlaw Died of His Wounds, was Buried 
Secretly, and End of the American Expedition Over the . 
Border is Now Predicted. 

[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.} 


L PASO (Tex.) April 16.—Francisco Villa is dead, and his 
body, disinterred some days after his burial, is in possession of 


| the Carranza troops, according to a series of telegraphic messages 


received in Juarez today by the Mexican officials. 

For more than a week reports that Villa had died of wounds 
have been current both here and in Juarez. Today's accounts were 
the most circumstantial and apparently reliable yet received. They 
were accepted with reserve by American officials, including Brig.- 
Gen. Bell, but the Mexican officials expressed confidence in their re- 
liability. The messages, in the order in which they were received, 
were as follows: 

The dispatcher of the. Mexico uk 
reported to Gen. Gabriel Gavira, Carranza commander at Juarez, 
that he had heard a conversation over thé telegraph wires to the 
effect that Villa's body was in the hands of the Carranza troops. 


| Gen. Gavira notified Consul Andres Garcia here, who rushed mes- 


sages to the telegraph operators at Madera and Cusihuiriachic asking 
for confirmation. 


_ CONFIRMED BY OPERATORS. 
The Madera and Cusihuiriachic operators answered, confirming 
the report and stating the body was being taken to Chihuahua. 
The telegraph operator at San Antonio, fifty miles west of 


‘Chihuahua, telegraphed Consul Garcia that Villa's body was in pos-

Villa has been suffering for more than a year from a virulent 
form of blood poisonihg. 

He was treated for this disease while in Juarez by Dr, W. L 
Brown, one of the best known physicians in El Paso. 


DR. BROWN’S STATEMENT. 

Dr. Brown states that the condition of the bandit was such that 
even a minor wound would be fatal in ten days unless treated prompt- 
ly and with the best medical skill and care. Even under the most 
favorable conditions such a wound would be of the gravest character. _ 

It is certain that if Villa was wounded he could not have pre- 
cured anything but the most primitive treatment. 

Another message from Chihuahua City received here today stat-. 
ing that rioting had broken out there was regarded as in a measure 
confirmatory of the bandit’s death. Villa is known to have had 
numerous sympathizers among the lower classes in the -city amd it 
was considered probable that their sympathy would take the form of 
violence if they learned the body of their hero was being rans, a 
Chihuahua to be exhibited as that of a criminal. 


NOTHING POSITIVE RECENTLY. 

Finally, and a point upon whichthe greatest emphasis is laid, is: 

Nothing positive has been known of Villa since the battle at 
Guerrero, at which time reports of his being wounded were accepted 
by Gen. Pershing and other American officers. If he had co | 
south, as was assumed, he must by this time have reached either Tor 
reon or Durango City, in which event. some news of his movements 
would almost positively have become known. 

Only one message was received in Juarez today giving any de- 
tails of the supposed finding of Villa's body. The message was 
unofficial and was sent to a private individual. 

According to it Villa's death and burial were revealed by a 
former colonel of the bandit band who had been captured and was 
under sentence of death. This colonel offered to show his captors 
Villa’s grave in return for his life. He led a detachment of Carranza 
soldiers under the command of Col. Gavazos to San Francisco Borja, 
a small town thirty miles south of Cusihuiriachic, with which it is 
connected by a vague and deserted trail. Near this lonely spot the 
Carranza soldiers are said to have exhumed the body of the bandit. 
One leg was said to have been swollen to enormous size and to be 
in such a gangrenous condition that there was no doubt as to the 
cause of death. 

GARCIA WON’T COMMIT HIMSELF. 

Consul Garcia refused to commit himself pailiiraky tonight as 
to whether he accepted the story of Villa's death as true. 

‘In the absence of official information,” he said, “1 cannot say 


'that the story is true, but personally I consider the messages I have 


received as reliable. I have sent a telegram to Gov. Enriquez of 
Chihuahua to have the body of Villa sent to Juarez, if it has been

was required to bear the burden of an 
additional half a cent a pound for 
the lemons of America in order that 
you might make prosperous—no, not 
prosperous—but that you might in- 
crease the land Values im seven coun- 
ities im the United States and 
then capitalize those land values 
on a basis of a return that was 
derived from the taxing power of the 
Federal government and claim that 
they could not prosper afterward if 
they could not get the same return. 
But that condition existed for sixteen 
years—e tax of a cent a pound on 
lemons. The industry developed; the 
orchards grew and expanded; 
price of lands increased; but the greed 
of the producer was such that he did 
not want three-fourths of the Amert 
can market absolutely his own, he 
wanted it all. He wanted to develop 
more land ahd more trees and make 
the American people pay the price of 
his development by increasing the tax 
laid at the custeomhouse. 

“I was a member of the Ways and 
Means Committee when the Payne

grower had the sole right to exploit 
the American people. 

If there had 
been competition in these seven coun- 
tiles whereby the American @onsumer 
would have had a competitive chance 
to buy this great necessity of life, it 
would not have been such a crime; 
but those seven counties were organ- 
ized with a shipping association, so 
that every*carioad of lemons that 
went out of them, eastward bound or 
northern bound, went out under the 
direction of one agent, and, as the 
testimony showed, if the agent di- 
rected a curload of lemons to go to 
the market of Rochester, N. Y., be- 
cause he thought that was the best 
market in which to sell that particular 
earload or temons, that being the mar- 
ket where he thought he could get 
the best price, and it was demon- 
strated before the carload got to Chi- 
cago that lemons had come down in 
the Rochester market and lemons had 
gone up in the Pittsburgh market, by 
wire he diverted the car to the high- 
est priced lemon market. 

“Do not think that I say that the 
men who had this product to sell did 
not have the right to sell it in the 
highest market they could find; I am 
not complaining about that. What I 
complain about Is that there are those 
who insist that the strong arm of the 
government of the United States 
should be used for monopolistic pur- 
poses, to exploit tne American people 
in a necessary tood product. That was 
the condition—a practical monopoly 
of the American market to the 
Allegheny Mountains from California. 

“Then, when the Payne bill was 
written the price paid t6 California 
for ite passage was that the tax on 
lemons should be raised from a cent 
to a cent and a half a pound. That 
rate was written into the law, and 
lemons throughout this entire broad 
land at once went up and in some 
places lemons on the street were sell- 
ing as high as 6 cents a piece. What 
was the result? The Payne bill re- 
mained on the statute books.for four 
years; and at the end of those four 
years, when the Democratic party 
came into power, it was flooded with 

titions from all over the United 

tates for a reduction of the tax on 
lemons; it was demanded that lemons 
should be placed on the free list, and 
that the American people should no 
longer be exploited in this way. 

“Examine the filles of the Ways and 
Means Committee, as they may be 
found in the Capitol today, and you 
will find hundreds and hundreds of 
petitions from hospitals of this land 
protesting against this unjust tax that 
was imposed not for the purpose of 
giving the lemon growers a reasonable 
control of the American market, but 
that the intention in levying the tax 
was to give them the exclusive con- 
trol of the American market for their 
product, and to drive the foreign 
lemon entirely from this continent— 
and they mighty nearly did it—and to 
put that additional tax in the pockets 
of people who lived in but seven coun- 
ties in the United States, allowing 
them to exploit 100,000,000 people. 

“I believe the question came be- 
fore the Ways and Means Committee 
that a reasonable amount of revenue 
could be derived from a duty levied 
upon lemons. I opposed putting them 
on the free list, because I thought 
they were a legitimate subject of 
revenue, and I stood at that time for 
the tax, which had been the tax under 
the Wilson bill, a tax of half a cent 
a pound, and that is the law today; 
and there As no reason in the world, 
in my judgment, why spectal interests 
should be allowed today to exploit the 
American people to put. additional 
profits in their own pockéts.

BISHOP OF MOMBASA DEAD. 


Rev. William George Peel, in Chargo 
of African District, Passes Away.. 
[BY ATLANTIO CABLE AND A. 

LONDON, April 16-—The death is 
announced of the Right Rev. William 
George Peel, bishop of -Mombasa, 
Africa, since 1899. The bishop of Mom- 
basa was one of the principals in 
the famous Kikuyu heresy controversy 
several years ago. 

Charges were brought early in 1914 
by the b of Zanzibar against the 
bishops of Uganda and Mombasa for 
administering communion to non-con- 
formists. The trouble arose out of a 
missionary conference held in 1913 
in Africa after which a federation of 
missionary societies of British Africa 
was planned. The controversy ,was 
largely one of church discipline and 
involved also the question of “high and 
low church.” The case came up for 
consideration befere fourteen bishops 
of the Aneglicar’elurch, at which the 
Archbishop of Canterbury presided. 

The final decision of the bishops, 
while holding the bisheps of Mom- 
basa and Uganda not guilty, was, in 
effect, a warning against the practice 
complained of.

“ORDERED” TO INVENT GUN. 


The relations between Krupp and 
the German General Staff waver be- 
tween those of seller and customer, 
and of inferior and superior officer. 
The invention of the famous “42s” 
was the result of an “order” in the 
strictly military, and not merely in 
the commercial sense of the word. 
The technical experts at Essen were 
“ordered” to invent a gun which 
eould certain technical re- 
quirements. And they did. They 
produced a gun that, once it got with- 
in range, could smash the most mod- 
ern fort like an. hell 

But the General was not satis- 
fled. It pointed t that the gun 
could only be transported by means 
of the main or field railways. It “or- 
dered” that this defect be removed. 
That order seemed literally impossible 
to fulfill. The Krupp experts worked 
over it a year—two years—without 
results. But it was an “order.” Mili- 
tary discipline prevails at Krupp’s 
even over the minds of inventors. 


—_ so at last the “order” was ful- 


led. 

It was in the nick of time. The 
devices for the piecemeal transporta- 
tion of the guns were perfected, ac- 
cording to their inventor, only 
“shortly before the outbreak of the 
war.” And in spite of these devices, 
the transportation hasS remained a 
matter of great difficulty. It requires 
seven railway wagons to transport a 
single one of these guns, and the im- 
possibility of withdrawing them 
qui¢kly, in case of a sudden, unex- 
pected advance of the enemy, has 
forced the Germans to mine the con- 
crete bases on which these guns rest, 
so that they can be blown up, if in 
danger of falling into the enemy’s 
hands, 
SOME DRAWBACKS. 

In this respect the “Fat Berthas,” 
as the Germans call their “42s,” are 
much inferior to the 36 %centimetre 
Skoda guns of the Austrians, which 
are easily movable, and which, 
played so prominent a part in the 
Antwerp campaign. The 42s also are 
very short-lived, 180 shots being all 
that one of them can be made to fire 
with safety. The shells are worth 
10,000 marks apiece. And the shock 
of each shot is so great that the gun- 
ners have to le flat on the ground, 
with their mouths open, 200 feet away 
from the gun, which they set off by 
electricity. 

But in spite of all these drawbacks, 
the success of the gun has been 
colossal. The fact that, at the tak- 
ing of Fort Douaumont, which has 
been ascribed by the allies to the as- 
sembling by the Germans of a nume- 


non, in reality only one of these guns 
took part, gives some idea of the de- 
structive power of the “42.” 

At the time of the German drive

‘fall of 1914, I heard in Germany many 
rumors of a “super-42,"" which should 
be set up at Calais as soon as the

THE NEW GUN. 

I have heard, on what seems very 
good authority, that the new gun, like 
the siege gun, has a bore of 43 centi- 
meters; that it has a range of “twice 
the distance across the os 
my German informant put it — and 
that it shoots directly and horizonta!l- 
ly, instead of sending its shell in that 
parabolic curve, which makes them 
appear to the occupants of a besieged 
fortress like thunderbolts dropping 
out of heaven. This is not supported 
by Rausenberger himself, who recent- 
ly declared that since the targets in 
modern warfare are tending more and 
more to become low and cannon 
that shoot horizontally are at a dis- 
advantage.

There appeared in Berlin 
eight months ago a gentleman in a 
tall hat and a frock coat, who was 
nearly mobbed as he strolled up Un- 
ter den Linden, because the crowd 
took him for a Japanese, until he 
explained to them, with a smile, in 
pigeon German, that he was from 
China, He omitted to add that he 
was a major-genera!l and head of the 
Hanyang arsenal at Hupeh. But some 
time later it was announced that Gem 
many has placed at Peking an ordes, 
to be filled immediately after the war, 
for arms and munitions amounting to 
7,000,000 taels. 

And even during the war, Krupp is 
finding time and energy, men and 
materials, to fill orders sent in not 
only by Germany’s allies, but also by 
neutral countries. About a month 
ago the completion of 13,000 field 
kitchens for the government of Ru- 
mania was announced at Berlin. The 
Germans are looking toward future 
wars in which the present position of 
Germany and America may be Tre- 
versed.

civil authorities arrived and joined in 
the courteous reception of the major 


and his troops. The incident appeared 


to be progressing without unpleasant 
features. Gen. Lazano and the civil 
authorities discussed with Maj. 
Tompkins the question of camping 
sites, he and the local officials decid- 
ing on one just outside the city, to 
which Maj. Tompkins was directed. 

Maj. Tompkins entered the town 
upon the invitation of an officer of 
the Parral garrison.

TO HELP JEWS. 

Amelioration of the pitiful condi- 
tion of Russian Jews is also being at- 
tempted, against the greatest odds, by 
the progressive bloc in the duma, and 
report an important 
step which for some reason the po- 
suppressed. The 
government, after great pressure, has 
formally legalized the formation of a 
society, headed by Russians promi- 
nent in politics, literature and science, 
whose object is to win for the Jews 
from the duma and the Czar. full 
rights as Russian citizens. It is the 
first time in Russian history that 
a @ movement has received sanc- 
tion. 

The growing strength of the duma 
against the reactionaries is not en- 
tirely due to public opinion as ex- 
pressed by civilians. In the past the 
army has been the support of the re- 
action. Now the army, sick of cor- 
ruption and disorganization, is in the 
main with the duma. The officers of 
the old army were all aristocrats, but 
the old army has been wiped out of 
existence by the Germans, and most 
officers in the present formations 
were promoted from the ranks or re- 
cruited from the middle class. The 
result of this influence on the politi- 
cal situation has been enormous. 

HOW THE WIND BLOWS. 

One ‘anecdote which reaches me 
from a most reliable source will show 
how the wind is blowing in the army. 
After the dissolution of the duma last 
autumn, the Czar refused to receive 
the Mayor of Moscow, M. Chelnokoff, 
and the president of the Congress of 
Zemstvos, M. Lvoff, who were depu- 
tized by the Zemstvos and town coun- 
cils to protest against the temporary 
victory of the reaction. Some weeks 
ago, Gen. Alexieff, generalissimo of 
all the Russian armies under the 
Czar, invited these two men to gen- 
eral headquarters, gave them a most 
hearty welcome, and introduced them 
to the Emperor there. Both men, on 
returning, sald they found the po- 
litical views of all the heads of the 
army in complete harmony with those 
of the progressives in the duma. 

One reason why the Russian situa- 
tion is being watched so Closely in 
Engiand and France is the belief that 
if the Czar. grants his people a con- 


#titutional monarchy and gets rid of 


the bureaucracy, the example set by 
Ruasia will be followed by the Ger- 
man people, who will get rid of the 
Prussian military clique by which 
they are now ruled. Even if this de- 
sirable consummation is not reached 
until the end of the war, it will great- 
ly ease the situation throughout the 
world, by making it less likely that 
another war will soon be promoted 
without the knowledge or consent of 


the people concerned.

Second—She can yield to the Presi- 
dent’s demands in full. 

Third—She can admit and. disavow 
the more obvious breaches of faith 
arbitration for the 
broader aspects of the case.

SHOULD BLACKLIST 
NATION LAW-BREAKERS

PHILADELPHIA, April 16.—The 
punishment of international law- 
breaking nations, by making them 
outlaws, and breaking off diplomatic 
and trade relations with them, was 
suggested here today by Dr. David 
Jayne Hill, former Ambassador to 
Germany, and a member of the per- 
manent administration council to 
The Hague tribunal. 

Dr. Hill was one of the two former 
ambassadors to Germany who spoke 
before the American Philosophical 
Society convention in a symposium on 
fnternational law. The other was 
Charlemagne Tower of this city. Mr. 
Tower said that conviction of War's 
futility and renewed confidence In the 
precepts of international law were 
the chief intellectual gains to be hoped 
for as a result of the war. 

Another speaker was John Bassett 
Moore, of New York, who said the 
violations of international law during 
the present war had not exceeded 
either in number or importance those 
which occurred during the wars 
growing out of the French revolution 
and the succeeding Napoleonic wars.

The deaths of these men, ac- 
cording to L. McKinnon, of Los An- 
geles, one of the refugees, is a fore« 
runner of the fate that will befall 
others if troops of the de facto gov- 
ernment do not suppress the roving 
bands that infest Sinaloa, Sonora and 
Tepic.

NEED ROADS IN 
DEFENSE PLANS. 


State Officials Discuss Roads 

and Preparedness. 

Highway Commissioner Tells of 
Contemplated W ork. 


Will Make City Most Accessible 
on Coast, He States. 


Preparedness in terms of roads is 
assured for Los Angeles under the 
contemplated $15,000,000 issue of 
State bonds, asserted State Highway 
Commissioner Darlington, yesterday, 
who pointed out that military men 
agree that satisfactory transportation 
facilities and highways wisely routed 


and properly designed are indispensi-- 


ble to any scheme of defense. 

“The highways already built, and 
those to be constructed out of the 
funds to be derived from the pro- 
posed State bond issue, will provide 
us with a series of trunk lines which 
will make Los Angeles the most ac- 
cessible point anywhere on the Pa- 
cific Coast,” said Mr. Darlington. 
“No fewer than six trunk lines will 
lead into Los Angeles from outside, 
and it will be possible to move troops 
with the greatest ease from Central 
California, Nevada and Arizona when 
these trunk lines are completed.” 

The proposed State bond issue is 
Darlington 
states that the effect of the construc- 
tion of the new trunk lines will be to 
make Los Angeles the hub of a set 
of good roads over which it will in 
possible to move troops into or out of 
this city with the greatest ease and in 
whatever direction that may be de- 
sired. In addition the cotinty’s own 
system of good roads assumes the 
rapid moving of troopa locally to any 
and all points within the county. 

ON ITS STOMACH. 

‘Im a statement made public yeiter- 
day, Adj.-Gen. Charles W, Thomas, 
Jr., expressed himself as follows on 
the military value of good roads and 
the important part they would play in 
making it possible for California to 
resist invasion in case of war: 

““‘An army marches on its stom- 
ach’ is the epigram of a great gen- 
eral. But, if the army, accompanied 
by its food supply, is to move rapid- 
ly, it must have good roads on which 


to travel. The history of all wars, 


and especially since the advent of the 
motor power, and the present great 
European war, is filled with instances 
where the losing or winning of a 
battle has been dependent upon the 
rapidity with which armies and sup- 
could be brought to the battle 


“A country with a long border line 
and few organized troops, preparing 
to resist invasion, must, morée than 
any other, have a system of roads 
whereby its fighting forces can be 
rapidly mobilized at any point where 
an attack is to be resisted. ‘An invad- 
ing force is thoroughly mobilized = 
is working as a unit prior to its - 
trance into the country. It has the 
power to choose its point of attack. 
This is not true of the defenders. If 
their forces cannot rapidly be brought 
together at some common point, 
where, as an army, they can give bat- 
tle, they will be destroyed piecemeal

“Preparedness is not entirely” 
matter of guns, ammunition and sol- 
diers, but if California is going to be 


‘gable to resist invasion, it is vital to

The system of five State high- 
ways with strong bridges and cul- 
vertsa at stream and river crossings is 
a part of preparedness that cannot be 
neglected. 

“In one of the eastern States during 
recent army maneuvers, roads were 
eo bed , and so many culverts and 
bridges failed under the heavy loads 
of the transport trucks that the 
maneuvers were seriously affected and 
gome of the participating organiza- 
tions were even embarrassed for want 
of food. The standards adopted by 
the California Highway Commission 
make such things impossible. 

“No one who desires his State to be 
adequately protected against invasion 
should have any doubts as to the de- 
sirability of completing the highway 
gystem of California.” |

A UNIQUE LIGHTHOUSE. 


Will be Built on Land not a Part of 
National Domein. 

[Washington Star:] 
Panama Canal, when it comes into its 
own with the close of the European 
war, will refashion the trade routes 
of the world and lead an endless pro- 
cession of vessels through waters 
hitherto unfrequented, the United 
Btates government is preparing to go 
far afield and establish a lighthouse 
on Navassa iIsiand, a small rocky 
islet of the West Indies east of Hayti. 

The light will be unique, in that 
it will be the only one maintained by 
the United State alone on land not 
a part of its national domain. This 
government is not wholly without 
claim to the half-mile of rock that 
constitutes the island, however, for 
a generation ago guano deposits were 
exploited by an American company, 
which found it a “no man’s land.” 

At that time the courts of the 

United States assumed jurisdiction 
when a murder was committed on 
the isolated patch of rock and 
brought the murderer to book at 
Baltimore. When the need of a light- 
house on the island was fielt, therefore, 
it was not deemed necessary to nego- 
tilate with any other country, although 
several countries have a times claimed 
ownership. 
Congress appropriated $120,000 for 
the erection of the Navassa light and 
the Federal Lighthouse Bureau will! 
soon call for bids. The light will 
have a beam of 66,000 candlepower 
that can be seen for twenty-seven 
nautical miles. 

There is one other lighthouse that 
is in a Way comparable to Navassa. 
This is the light on Cape Spartel, the 
Moroccan headland across from Gib- 
raltar, which has been maintained 
since 1867 by joint contributions from 
Great Britain, the United States. Mo- 
rocco, Austria, Belgium, Spain, 
Italy, the Netherlands and Portugal.

litical sense. With regard to internal 
policy, the autonomy of each state to 
be maintained. 

(3.) No German has the right to 
purchase abroad what he can buy 
within the borders of the alliance. 
To make this possible a community 
of ‘customs duties and commercial 
agreements must be concluded. 

(4.) Shake off all foreign infiu- 
ence; to this end raise your own sheep, 
refine your own petrol and plant your 
own cotton. 

(5.) Don’t make health or pleasure 
trips outside the borders of the 
alliance; thus iwill you contribute 
greatly to the prosperity of all the 
countries of the alliance. : 

(6.) Learn thoroughly all about 
the countries of the alliance. You 
will be astonished at the resources 
they offer. 

(7.) Don't cast pearls before swine; 
keep your kultur centers pure. In 
other words, exclude foreigners from 
your universities and academies. 

(8.) Destroy European Russia so 
that Europe may enjoy a durable 


peace,

land; @nly at this price can an hop- 
orable peace be obtained. 

(10.) Be hard and pitiless when 
the terms of peace come to be dis- 
cussed. You will be able to place 
upon your enemies the burden of the 
world war.

Atty.Gen. Gregory, disturbed over gaso 
line prices, plans an investigation into the 
present status of Standard Oil to see if 
the old trust organization—-the Standard

subsidiaries operating all over the world— 
has really been dissolved in accordance 
with the decree of the Supreme Court of 
the United States. This is the gist of 


certain press dispatches from Washington. , 


As we see it now, this is simply another 
of those foolish moves that result only in a 
scandalous diversion of public funds into 
the pockets of political employees, to the 
detriment of the taxpayers, in the stirring 
up of hatred and ill-feeling, entirely unjus- 
tifable from every point of view, and in 
great injury to the legitimate business and 
progress of the nation. The motive seems 
to be solely to make political capital. 

That the decree of the Supreme Court 
has been fully carried out in both letter and 


spirit is plain enouch to any one who will | 


study conditions with an open mind. First, 
common sense should tell any one that no 
corporation would dare to do anything con- 
trary to the decrees of the Supreme Court. 
Strong as the Standard interests are, they 
are infants when compared with the United 
States government. Just in the matter of 
money alone, rich as the Standard com- 
panies are, the United States government is 
many times richer. Let the protection of 
the government be withdraw and the 
Standard properties would be in danger of 
being wiped out of existence. 

Second, the individuals who are respon- 
sible for the conduct of Standard Oil af- 
fairs have not the slightest desire to be

immediately came about a complete re- 
versal of thia policy. The manufacture of 
lubricants from California asphalt-base ofl 
began on a grand scale. The Point Rich- 
mond refinery was enlarged to meet the 
demand and a lubricating oi] plant was 
built at El Segundo. Eastern lubricants 
have been sold since the dissolution by the 
Standard of California only when demanded 
by the consumer, and this has applied di- 
rectly to the products of the other com- 
panies formerly subsidiary to the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey. They are no 
longer advertised or pushed, but kept as 
far as possible in the background—so much 
so that the sale of some of them in Cali- 
fornia has passed into the hands of jobbers, 
while the sale of California lubricants is 
being pushed not only in California, but 
also In the East, and trainloads of them 
are going East all the time. If this is not 
competition we do not know the meaning

Again, back East the former subsidiaries 
of the old Standard of New Jersey are buy- 
ing and selling all the casinghead gasoline 
they can get. Here in California the direc- 
togs at San Francisco are conducting an ad- 
vertising campaign to tell consumers that 
it is dangerous. Rather good evidence that 
the same management does not control, Is 
it not? 

The Standard Oi] Company of Indiana, 
the Ohio Oil Company, and perhaps one or 
two other companies formerly subsidiaries 
to the Standard of New Jersey have en- 


| tered the Rocky Mountain region, which 


the former trust reserved to the Conti- 
nenta] Oil Company at Denver. The Stand- 
ard of Indiana has built a refinery in Wy- 
oming. Other Standard interests have con- 
trol of the Mid-West O!l Company in the 
same State. The Ohio Of] Company has 
become a producer in Wyoming. Recently 
this last company bought 51 per cent. of 
the holdings of Los Angeles people in vast 
ofl lands in Wyoming in order to produce 
ofl and compete with all comers in the 
markets tributary to that State. In allow- 
ing the Ahzgelenos to retain a minority in- 
terest the directors of the Ohio Oil Com- 
pany have completely reversed the long- 
established policy of the old Standard of 
New Jersey trust, whose almost invariable 
rule waa “all or none.” The Waters-Pierce 
case Was the one conspicuous variation of 
this rule. 

But there is another side of this corti- 
tinual investigation and agitation. And this 
is that the gasoline situation is clearly on 
the eve of complete solution. The Rittman 
process of cracking o!! and getting out the 
last, particle of value will accomplish many 
times as much as any political action. 
Whether dissolved or not, the once great 
power of the Standard is a thing of the 
past. No company can monopolize an in- 
dustry that has grown to the proportion of 
oll, nor could it accomplish anything in 
opposition to a process of manufacture like 
the Rittman refinery, the patents on which 
are owned by the United States govern- 
ment. 

The Attorney-General is “doing politics,” 
and “peanut politics” at that. It seems to 
gall him that the achievement of breaking 
up the old Standard combine was the work 
of his Republican predecessors. And the 
Presidential campaign is near at hand.

3 OMEN DOING THEIR PART. 

It is recalled of a certain hero that 
@ cannon ball took off his legs, so he laid 
down his arms. One is reminded of this 
when seeing it reported that a call to arms 
stirs women. Social leaders are, we are 
told, flocking to join the Navy Auxiliary 
League. Women are not supposed to take 
up arms, but they can do many things which 
Will greatly aid those who may be called 
upon to do so.- Therefore the formation 
here of a branch of the Navy League Aux- 
lliary deserves the heartiest commendation, 
Preparedness is the duty of the hour in the 
United States and the women who join this 
auxiliary can do a great deal toward work- 
ing up a sentiment for it. We know that if 
ever the time comes when the United States 


‘must undergo a trial by battle the women 


of this nation will fully as heroic and 
devoted as those of other nations have 
proved to be. But there is nothing like 
getting ready for a contingency, even if it 
be remote. This the Navy League Auxiliary 
will help Los Angeles women to do. 


CHARTER MUDDLE. 
One of the customs of an old Saxon 


state required each person who sought the 


enactment of a new law, or an amendment 
of an old one, to wear a rope about his 
neck while presenting his petition. This 


was a grim reminder to him that the death 


penalty awaited the author of bad laws. It 
is fortunate for some members of the pres- 
ent Los Angeles Board of Freeholders that 
this old form of “direct legislation” has 
been abandoned, for their draft of the new 
charter repeals a number of provisions of 
which they themselves are the authors. 
They confess that the remedy which they 
once proposed has proved more deadly than 
the disease; but their failure in the past 
does not deter them from coming forward 
with other nostrums guaranteed to cure all 
municipal ills. 

Among the changes proposed are a num- 
ber of restrictions limiting the power of 
the Mayor and providing a new method for 
selecting the heads of.the police and fire 
departments. Yet the men proposing these 
changes are the authors of the very amend- 
ments which they seek to repeal. Ten 
years ago a group of municipal faddists, 
with Dr. J. H. Haynes at their head, came 
forward with a cry for the centralization 
of municipal power. One of their favorite 
utterances was: “The best form of govern- 
ment would be that of a benevolent despot.” 
They pointed out that the people were fully 
safeguarded against any encroachment or 
misuse of executive power by the refer 
endum and the recall, and they advocated 


that the Mayor should be released from any 


obligation to submit his appointment of 
commissioners to a confirmation by the 
Council. The Mayor was to be supreme, 
but the recall was to be suspended like a 
sword of Damocles above his head. 


That was ten years ago. The same voices | 


are now raised in support of a charter that 
places more restrictions about the power 
of the Mayor than were ever dreamed of in 
the old charter, in which the initiative, ref- 
erendum and the recal! had no part. The 
pseudo-reformers have tired of their old 
plaything and are asking for a new. They 
now propose that the Mayor shall appoint 
a director of public safety, but that this 
appointment shall not be effective until 
confirmed by the Council. Then this new 
director of public safety is to make his own 
selection of a head of the police department 
and of the fire department. 

This relieves the Mayor of responsibility 
for a bad selection. He has no authority 
over the police and fire chiefs and he can- 
not fire his director of public safety with- 
out the consent of the Council. The ma- 
chinery is cumbersome and expensive; it 
places a value on political coinage, for in 
creating this director of public safety who 
must be satisfactory both to the Mayor and 
to the Council it re-establishes a system of 
bargaining and trading between the lines. 
The Councilmen will have their ideas about 
who should be chief of police and fire chief, 
the Mayor will be required to make conces- 
sions in regard to other appointments, and 
the ward politician will come back to his 
own again. 

The distinction between a charter provi- 
sion and a muncipal ordinance is that be- 
tween legislation under a limited monarchy 
and a republic. A charter restriction can 
be imposed or led only through the 
consent of a higher power sitting at Sacra- 


mento. The statement of the apologists for 


the Board of Freeholders that a charter 


| provision can be changed at any time by s 


- 


vote of the people is not true; it can be 


_ changed only with the consent of the State 


Legislature. Every restriction placed in the 
charter is a surrender by the electorate of 
a right which they would otherwise possess. 

This municipal creed which the Board of 
Freeholders in its infinite wisdom has 
drawn contains the most radical forms of 
direct legislation; but it proceeds in other 
sections to limit the exercise of these to 
those departments of which some member 
has not made a hobby. By the limitations 
which it places about the Mayor it admits 
that the recall as a corrective has proved 
ineffective; by its limitations in regard to 
salaries of elective officials it presumes that 
the people cannot be trusted to arrange 
these without consulting the higher author- 
ities at Sacramento; by the limitations con- 
cerning the different city departments it 
assumes that the people are not to be 
trusted, that if some strict limitation is not 
placed in the charter they will use the initt- 
ative to wreck the whole city government. 
In short, “we are for the initiative, the ref- 
erendum and the recall, but—!”

“WHAT IS THE MATTER WITH 
THE CITY?” |

‘6 HAT is the matter with the city?” 
W paraphrasing William Allen 
White's famous question about 
Kansas. The city is alive. That is the 
trouble with it. It is alive and growing, 
hard to keep clean, hard to keep straight, 
hard to regulate after dark and on Sun- 
days—all because it is so much alive. Have 
you had any experience with growing boys? 
Then don’t call your city “she.” 

The steady drift of population to the 
cities from the country is true of cities of 
all sizes. Chicago and New York City grew 
more rapidly than the average city in the 
decade 1900-1910. The firstclass cities 
(100,000 or more in population) grew three 
times as fast as the country. The cities 
of over 25,000 grew more than three times 
as fast as the rural districts, and the 


growth of cities was more than twice as 
great as that of the combined population of 


the country and the towns up to 25,000. 


The typical city dweller was said in an- 
cieht Rome to be “urbane.” He is ng more 
urbane today than the inquisitiye country- 
man is “rustic.” The rustic has a great 
white way with him and the city dweller, 
straphanging or speeding up on the aged 
too absorbed for courtesy, but he is alert. 
VITALITY, NOT URBANITY, IS THE KEY- 
NOTE OF THE CITY OF TODAY. 

The twentieth century city is in a 
by itself. History furnishes no proto 
The nameless people crowd in to make & 
living under an impersonal industrial sys 
tem. Capital comes from everywhere and 
the anonymous workers follow. You hear 
“society” say the popular resorts: “No- 
body who is body goes there!” Nearly 
everybody is lost in the shuffle and even 
the social kings, queens-and knaves look 
rather faded. There is no independence 
any longer. Out in the country the farmer 
bosses his wife and his help and puts up & 
bluff of independence. the banker 
cannot do that in the city. The urban 
families are necessarily interdependent. 
They do not know each other, but they 
cannot live without each other.

Easily Beats Pullen at His Own 
Mad Driving. 


Start to Finish. 
‘Crowd Finally Warms to New 
Speed King.

Eddie O’Donnell, the new king of 


the speedway, for the first time in 
his successful career became the 
crowd's real hero yesterday. Driving 
brilliantly and at times recklessly, he 
won the 150-mile race from those 
idols of the grand stand, Eddie Pullen 
and Hughie Hughes. His victory did 
not come as a result of their bad luck, 
but by the sheer wonderfulness of 
He beat them at their 


course-ripping, 
death-defying game, plus 


Pp his own. 
He went as fast as they and only to 


finished half a lap behind him 
in 2h. 17m. 274-56. Hughie Hughes 
was @ lap and a half back. His time 
was 2h. 18m. 24 1-5s. 

But it wasn't the time, nor the 
fact that O’Donnell won, that lifted 
yesterday's race out of the ordinary. 
Fast time has been made before and 
O'Donnell usually wins. It was the 
way he won that set the crowd shout- 
ing 


DIFFERENT. 
In the past at Ascot and Corona, 
O’Donnell set his own bDiissful pace 


and kept it, while Pullen, Burman, 
Oldfield and the others rushed out in 
front. He never paid any attention 
to the speed killers, but just plugged 
along until their tires burst, their 
engines gummed up or their machines 
collapsed. When the heroes dropped 
out he, calmly and without show, 
slipped into first place and won. They 
were the gallery gods and the crowd 
left, talking of their exploits and pity- 
ing them and calling Eddie O'Donnell 
a lucky stiff. He was content to 
smile unnoticed, for his manager was 
stacking the gold. 

Yesterday, it was different. Eddie 
O'Donnell set the pace. For twenty- 
five miles his Duesenberg went just as 
fast as Pullen cared to push his Mer- 
cer, and much faster than Hughes 
wanted his Omar to go. When these 
two dropped back with tire trouble 
O’Donnell loafed unti) they caught up 
with him. Then he stepped on the 


| throttle, opened her up wide and 


gave them his dust. He actually ran 
away from the dare devils. 
HEAD-WORK. 


But most of all, it was O’Donnell’s 
head that was working. He drove 
out in front because he knew his light 
car was easier on tires than Pullen's. 
He had that advantage. So he was 
careful to make every tire change of 
his rival’s count. Had he lald back 
as he did at Corona, he would have 
been only overtaking Pullen in the 
pits instead of running away from 
the tire-burning Mercer. A little tire 
luck and the race would have been 
Pulien’s. O'Donnell was taking no 
chances. 

From the start the race was be- 
tween O'Donnell, Pullen and Hughes. 
For forty-six miles Joe Thomas hung 
dangerously near, but a melted spark 
plug put him out. 

The first thirty miles was driven at 
terrific speed with O'Donnell and Pul- 
len fighting for first place and Hughes 
a quarter of a lap behind. The other 
four cars were lapped ‘about every 
five miles, and the drivers had all 
the appearance of tourists out on a 
joy ride in comparison. 

DROPS BEHIND. 
On the forty-six lap, Pullen, who, 
at the time was leading, went to the 
pits and changed his two right tires, 
O’Donnell shot into the lead and had 
a lap before Pullen could get out of 
the pits. Two laps later Hughes went

AT MADISON SQUARE GARDEN.

Ohamber of Commerce Arranges 
* for Special Los Angeles Display at 
First Exposition of Motion Picture 
Board of Trade—Industrial Com- 
missioner in Charge. 


When the first national exposition 
of the Motion-Picture Board of 
Trade opens at Madison Square Gar- 
den, New York, May 6, the capital 
city of the film world will be far in 
the forefront of exhibitors. 

Since the Chamber of Commerce 
last week announced its intention of 
being among the exhibitors prepara- 
tions have been made for an exhibit 
which will demonstrate the sterling 
climate, scenery and other advan- 
tages which the sunny Southland has 
to. offer film producers. The larger 
producing companies are co-oper- 
ating, and it is expected that a com- 
plete panorama of Los Angeles will 
be housed in one of the largest booths 
of the entire exhibit. 

Though not generally known, the 
Chamber of Commerce has been 
working for some years to centralize 
the film industry here. Gradually 
laboratories are being added to the 
leading plants and some pictures are 
being released from here, but New 
York is stil the great distributing 
center. It is hoped to add manufac- 
turers of the ram film and distribute 
from here, so that the entire industry, 
from the making of the film to its re- 
lease will be a Los Angeles enterprise. 

The display in New York, which in- 
cidentally is the first one Los Angeles 
has made there, will be largely pic- 
torial. Motion ‘pictures of the larger 
Plants will be shown, while charts 
will be used to demonstrate the 
large amount of sunshine here, and 
the almost total absence of static 
electricity. Special literature regard- 
ing the city will also be distributed. 

One day of the exposition will be 
known as Los Angeles’ Day, when 
special reels of Los Angeles-made pic- 
tures will be run. Features of ehe 
city’s exhibit will be a big electric 
with the legend, “Los Angeles, 
Where Nature Helps Industry Most,” 
and a picture of June Brentinger, a 
Los Angeles’ girl, in a poster pose 
symbolic of the Southland. 

Industrial Commissioner Kinney of 
the chantber, who will Jirect the ex- 
hibit, is arranging to meet manufac- 
turers of all sorts while in New York. 
While the exposition is designed pri- 
marily for the film makers, the com- 
missioner will confer with manufac- 
turers in many lines not now ade- 
quately represented in this section.

Three Strikes Cause Great 
Excitement in Field. 


Big Jim Hits Ore Body on the 
Four-eighty-fve. 


Telluride Shaft ‘Also’ Breaks 
into Pay Streak. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE—EZXKCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 

OATMAN (Ariz.) April 16.-—A 
triple sensation was sprung in the 
Oatman field today. Three big 
strikes were registered almost simul- 
taneously. 

Early this morning Big Jim en- 
tered the main vein on the second 
level (485-foot) 106 feet from the 
shaft and at this writing has pene- 
trated the ore for a distance of fifteen 
feet with the drills in a solid breast 
of quartz. | 

The strike on this level has bee 
expected for the past twenty-four 


today by A. G. Keating, superintend- 
ent of the company. 

Mr. Keating stated that the new 
body of ore opened on the second level 
showed a much greater enrichment 
than obtained on the first level, the 
400-foot. 

He said: “The ore on the 485-foot 
level shows more silica, consequently 
greater values than we obtained on 
the 400-foot level. We will not at- 
tempt to secure assays of the new 
body of ore until we have exposed 
the entire width of the vein.”

der separate package? This ore was 
found in the State of Sonora, Mex., 
and brought to me by an old pros- 
pector, who could not identify it. 
Later on I sent it to and they 
were unable to determine the charac- 
ter and properties of the ore. Now, I 
have found that by pounding upon it 
with a hammer it gives forth a pe- 
culiar smell, not very much unlike to 
that of gas or petroleum. Wouid it 


petroleum, or perhaps a rarer and 
worthier ore? Thanking you in ad- 
vance for your kind reply. L. 

A.: The sample does not indicate 
natural gas or petroleum at the lo- 
eality where mineral of li 
ter occurs. 

The truth is that you have partly 
analyzed the specimen. Anthraconite 
is that substance known among the 
older mineralogists as ‘“‘stinkstone”’ or 
“swinestone.” It occurs at many lo- 
calities, especially in Idaho, and is 
often associated with a goodly per- 
centage of phosphoric acid. The par- 
ticular sample carries © phosphoric 
acid. 

Anthraconite, when used as a road 
material, yields sulphuretted hydro- 
gen (when struck with a hammer) 
when the wheels of wagons roll over 
the roadway covered with the min- 
eral. Its “smell” is usually that 
of “rotten eggs,” but in the sunlight 
and from the wagon seat, when mov- 
ing over such a road, one habitually 
is on the qui vive for skunks, | 

If all of the black substance at 
the locality carries phosphoric acid 
in percentage equal to that of the 
sample, then one other fe lo- 
cality of value will be added to those 
already known.

The sample, pulverized and placed 
under a powerful microscope, detects 
a tetrahedrite in very sparingly pres- 
ent microscopical crystals. The rocks 
and minerals of your section can 
be definitely determined in but one 
way, that is by quantitative 
analysis.

A.: The molybdentte present in the 
gangue of porphyritic matter is of 
fine grade and free from copper. 

There are deposits of molybdenite 
Close to the Mexican line, and not 
far from San Diego, Cal., that is also 
of good quality, but it is not of com- 
mercial value owing to the fact that 
it is combined in a matrix of solid 
quartz. The only practical way to sep- 
arate the molybdenite from the quartz 
is by hand-cobbing, and, therefore the 
deposit cannot be worked at a profit. 

The matrix carrying your molybde- 
nite is a combination of soda feldspar 
(albite,) some pegmatite, and other 
feldspathic matter which would hand- 
cob easily and quickly, but the per- 
centage of molybdenite crystals tn the 
mass is not sufficiently high to justify 
the working the deposit, and the flota- 
tion process would be of no avail.

stock as against 9.36 per cent. in the 
preceding year. It might be supposed 
that there would scareely be an equal- 
ly Uberal return in any future year, 
but of course, there is no telling what 
may happen. 

Industrial experts anticipate that 
1916 will be a duplicate of its prede- 
cessors through a ccntinuance of war 
Of these concerns, such 
companies as E. W. Bliss, Bethlehem 
Steel, Cuban American Sugar, E. I. du 
Pont de Nemours, General Motors, 
Willys Overland, American Snuff, 
South Penn Ol, R. J. Revnolds To- 
bacco, General Chemical, United In- 
dustrial Alcohol, National, Carbon, 
Goodrich Rubber, American Radiator, 
United States Steel and American 
Coal Products reported the largest 
profits. The earnings of the last 
named concern for January and Feb- 
ruary, of this year were equal to the 
full year’s 7 per cent. dividend on the 
prefetred stock and 5 per cent. on the 
common. 

Tt is needless to remark that rafl- 
road and industrial corporations gen- 
erally are breaking all records in the 
matter of earnings. It would seem 
however, from present expert opinion 
that the present year will produce new 
records. 


CANADIAN WAR ORDERS. 

The booming effects of war orders 
upon industry have not been cénfined 
to the United States, but exercise 
an equally dominant influence in the 
Dominion of Canada. The annual re- 
ports of industrial establishments 
which are now appearing refiect the 
bouyant influence of war orders. Not- 
withstanding this prosperity, {ts fruits 
have not yet been widely distributed, 
because most of the companies sus- 
pended payments on preferred stock 
at the opening of the war and some 
even earlier so that obligations have 
been piling up and this indebtedness 
must be met before holders of com- 
mon stock can receive any considera- 
tion. 

As the result of uncapitalized ex- 
pansion during the past few years 
most of the corporations were heavily 
indebted to the banks which are now 
insisting upon payment out of the cur- 
rent profits. The war business has 
placed all these corporations in a 
greatly strengthened position. One of 
the concerns which has profited large- 
ly by the trend of events is the Steel 
Company of Canada, which is a com- 
bination of steel plants in Montreal, 
Toronto, Hamilton and other Cana- 
dian cities, formed in 1919. Tt is 
meedieas to state taht during the first 
quarter of 1915, like the last half of 
1914, the plants were operated at a 
loss. Naturally it was not until the 
latter half of the vear that a proper 
standard of efficiency was attained. 
Tt is eatimated that the current 
year ts practically certain to produce 
profits in the neighborhood of $7,- 
000,000 on a total capitalization of 
$25,000,000.

Rittman Process Also to Give 
Higher Net Returns. 


Independent Agency Provides 
for Building Unit. 


Government Expert Outlines 
Method’s Possibilities. 


The first practical steps to give 
the Pacific Coast cheaper motor fuel, 
and at the same time assure the pro- 
ducers of ofl of every grade the high- 
est price for their raw material ever 
obtained In the history of the industry, 
were taken last Wednesday at the an- 
nual meeting of the stockholders of 
the Independent Oi) Producing 
Agency at Bakersfield. The question 
before the meeting was that ef the 
adoption of the refining process in- 
vented by Dr. Walter Rittman, for- 
merly of the Federal Bureau of Mines, 


and the erection of a plant at some 
convenient point in California to make 
gasoline from the low grade oils. The 
pian was adopted without dissent, $25,- 
000 appropriated for the first erec- 
tion of the first unit, and the entire 
matter is now up to the Executive 
Committee, Attorney George W. Lane 
and Dr. David T. Day, representing 
the Bureau of Mines. There are some 
legal questions to be“ gone into fully 
before actual work can be begun. 

The selection of a location rests with 
the Executive Committee. Dr. Day at 
the meeting Wednesday spoke in favor 
of small units and later increase of 
their number rather than for larger 
units, and he was inclined to think 
that their distribution at several 
points convenient to fields and mar- 
kets might be advisable. The first unit 
is expected to have a capacity of 100 
barrels of crude per day. Dr. Day said 
it should be possible to have it com- 
pleted and in operation within sixty 
days after commencing work, 

Ey Rittman methods 68 per cent. of 
gasoline can be extracted from residu- 
um of an ordinary refinery, after every 
drop obtainable by diséillation has 
been taken out, or from 14 gravity 
crude oil, from which scarcely any 
gasoline at all is produced by distilla- 
tion. It is easy to see what this means 


‘for the producer of crude oil and the 


consumer of gasoline alike. It will 
accomplish ten times as much for both 
as ali the newspaper agitation, politi- 
cal meddling and legislative investi- 
gation in the world. 

METHOD A SUCCESS. 

Dr. David T. Day, of the United 
States Bureau of Mines, was sent to 
California by Secretary of the Interior 
Lane for the express purpose of ex- 
Plaining the Rittman refining process 
to the members of the agency. As 
the meeting was an open one, others 
had every opportunity to hear what 
was said. In the audience were two 
Standard Of] men. 

Dr. Day is recognized as being, next 
to Dr. Rittman himself, the greatest 
authority on the new method of refin- 
ing. Contrary to the generally accepted 
idea, he said that the new method is 
not a theory, nor a mere laboratory 
process waiting to be perfected, but a 
thoroughly demonstrated commercial 
success, capable of immediate practi- 
cal operation on any scale desired. 
That improvements will be made, he 
said, was a matter of course. He ex-

UNMOVED BY AGITATION. 


MB TELEPHONE securities 
were very irregular traders on 
the Los Angeles Stock 
change the past week. After selling 
as high as $74 a share during the 
early part of the week, the preferred 
stock dropped off two points at the 
close. The common stock held fairly 
steady around the $38 mark, but 
closed at $40, while the bond issues 
both showed some improvement. 
Practically all the local brokers are 
of the opinion that the stocks of the 
Home company are selling today at 
prices considerably under what they 
will bring upon the completion of a 
consolidation with the Pacific Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company.

assets within the city of Los Angeles 
of $8,400,000, besides property to the 
value of $300,000 outside the city 
limits and approximately $400,000 
cash on hand. These estimates were 
based on the price of materials for 
the past five years and not at the 
present rate for copper, etc., which 
is selling at greatly increased prices. 
These statistics would give the com- 
pany total assets of $9,100,000, exclu- 
sive of the value of their franchise 
and “good will” The tota] bond is- 
sues aggregate only $4,113,000, leav- 
ing $4,987,000 to be divided among 
the $3,000,000 par value of preferred 
‘stock and $3,000,000 par value of 
common stock. This would give a 
value to the preferred and common 
stock upon consolidation or dissolu- 
tion of approximately $95 and $65 
respectively. 

It is considered peculiar that at 
present there is considerable agita- 
tion going on among a number of 
Citizens for a municipally-owned tele- 
phone system to be built out of the 
proceeds of an $8,000,000 bond issue.

However, its 
quality should be judged by boiling 
point and not by gravity as is now the 
custom. Rittman gasoline in the Hast 
is put out at 58 and 569 gravity, but 
in California 64 and 66 will be the 
proper grade. Rittman gasoline meets 
all possible requirements and no legise- 
lation could be devised that would 
prevent its disposal as gasoline. When 
first it comes from the tubes, it has a 
disagreeable odor but otherwise is 
perfect. Treatment with sulphurtc 
acid quickly sweeteng it. 

Besides the making of gasoline, the 
Rittman method hag already been ap- 
plied with perfect success to the man- 
ufacture of benzol and toluol by the 
Aetna Explosives Company of Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., on a grand scale. This 
company made the first commercial 
Rittman {nstallation, and for this rea- 
son it was far more costly than will 
be the case in future, yet the profits 
have been engrmous, For the manu- 
facture benzo] and toluol, too, a 
more costly installation is needed than 
for gasoline making. 

Until the plant was installed at 
Pittsburgh last year, no attempt was 
ever made in this country to manu- 
facture benzol and toluol from petro- 
leum, although this has been done be- 
fore in Russia. In the manufacture 
of coke from coal] there has been ob- 
tained about 1 1-2 per cent. benzol 
and toluol, which amount is so small 
that it has not been considered worth 
saving in the past; now its value 
is due ‘to the war. 

Now, in this connection, Dr. 
said that California crude oil is by 
far the best raw material from which 
to make benzol and toluol, for it 
is, to use his expression, “three-quar- 
ters of the way” to these products. 
If these materials are to be made on 
a big scale, California is the place 
to establish the factories. 

The Rittman refining methods have 
also been applied by the inventor to 
the problem of making creosote oil 
for the use of railroads for the pres- 
ervation of ties. As yet they have not 
been used for making lubricants, 
but thers is no reason to believe that 
they cannot be so utilized. And Cali- 
fornia libricants have been proved 
to be the best that can be made. 


EFFECT UPON FUEL PROBLEM. 


W. 8. Morsehead, vice-president of 
the agency, asked Dr. Day what would 
be the effect upon the industrial fuel 
problem in California, if the agency 
and others transform all their oll into 
gasoline or other products. 

Answering the question, Dr. Day 
said that the problem would have to 
take care of itself but it could be 
solved.

The problem 
was one that should be taken up ener- 
getically, and the government asked 
to have its chemists set to work upon 
its thorough investigation. 

The potential uses of petroleum, sald 
the government scientist, were enor- 
mous, far greater than was realized 
by any except the most advanced - 
entific students of the subject.

The 
United States government owns the 
patents and will permit its use only 
upon the express stipulation that if 
any tmprovements made be patented 
the patent must become the property 
of the United States.

OTL FIEDDS ACTIVE. 


"Twenty New Wells Reported to State 
‘tn Past Weck. 

Oll-flelé activity continues at a high 
level, as shown by the weekly report 
of the State Mining Bureau. There 
are twenty new wells reported, mak- 
ing 163 since the beginning of the 
year. Thirteen wells are being deep- 
ened or redrilled, seventeen testing 
for water shut-off and four aban- 
doned. Many of the drilling wells 
are in untested territory and the re- 
sults will be of considerable import- 
ance as indicating possible extension 
Af California’s known oll resources. 
The bureau wishes to call public at- 
tention to the fact that the last boom 
in drilling activity, some four or five 
years ago, resulted in wasting hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, be- 
cause many wells were drilled. without 
regard to geological conditions and 
in places where oli was not to be ex- 
pected. Investors in the future 
should profit by such mistakes and 
before drilling wells, should avail 
themselves of all the assistance that 
scientific study can give them.

Labor Agitators Get Busy on 
Demands for More Pay. 


Steamer to be Converted into 


Mexican Gunboat, 


[lOCAL CORRESPONDENCE. } 
LOS ANGELES HARBOR, April 
16.—High charter rates has resulted 
in overtime work on steam schooners 
to keep them moving. The steamer 
Wapama broke all records here to- 
day when she sailed for San Francisco 


but twenty-five hours, during which 
time more than a million feet of 
lumber was taken off. 

Other steamers that worked over- 
time today to get away were 
James 8S. Higgins, Speedwell and J. 
B. Stetson. It is unmusua)] for steam- 
ers to work lumber cargoes on Sun- 
day. 

The high-ocean rates to the war 
zone has caused many of the larger 
vessels in the lumber business to be 
withdrawn from the coastwise trade 
on both coasts and owners find it 
profitable at the prevailing rates to 
keep those remaining on the move 
even at an increased expense of 
operation for overtime wages paid for 
handling cargo. On the Atlantic coast 
over 80 per cent. of the coastwise 
steamers have been withdrawn, most 
of them having been placed in the 
European trade. 

On the Pacific Coast the proposition 
has not been so large in proportion, al- 
though the demand for vessels to run 
to Mexico and South American ports 
on the West Coast has withdrawn 
even many of the smaller steam 
schooners from the lumber trade. It 
is predicted that should the war con- 
tinue much longer and the demand 
for tonnage continue to increase, 
much lumber will be shipped coast- 
wise by rail for the first time in 
years, 

LABOR TROUBLES. 

Taking advantage of the demand 
for ships, seamen, firemen, cooks, 
stewards and water tenders are ask- 
ing an increase in wages. The sailors 
union is now taking a secret ballot 
on a set of demands upon shipown- 
ers. The results of the ballot will not 
be known until Tuesday. Oliver J. 
Olsen, president of the Shipowners’ 
Association, announced today at San 
Francisco that the officers of the as- 
sociation would meet this week to act 
on the demands. 

The general opinion on the water 
front is that the matter will be set- 
tled without a strike. 
, wages asked will amount to about 12 
per cent. for coastwise steamers. The 
scale to be submitted will ask $55 per 
month for sailors and $60 for boat- 
swains and carpenters, an increase of 
$5 im each case. Sailors in lumber 
‘vessels to Australia ask $40 instead 
of $30, and Hawaltian ports $50 in- 
stead of $40. 

MEXICAN. GUNBOAT. 

The steamer Corwin, recently sold 
to Alfredo del Valle of Minizo, Mex., 
according to report on the water front, 
is to be converted into a Mexican gun- 
boat. The vessel has been renamed 
the Pinotipa and shifted today from 
the Fellows yards on Mormon Island 
to the wharf of the Outer Harbor 
Dock and Wharf Company to load for 
Mexican ports. She will probably sail 
tomorrow. 

The Corwin is a stanch craft, being 
one of the best-bullt boats of her class 
on the Coast. She was owned by a 
Seattle firm and was formerly a gov- 
ernment revenue cutter. in Alaskan 
waters,
